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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments filed 3/36/08 have been 
fully considered but they are not persuasive. 

Regarding claims 6-9, applicant traverses examiner's ground for a rejection over implicit teaching. Examiner respectfully disagrees with 
applicant's traversal. Inherency in this case is not established by probability or possibility, as the applicant asserts, but out of necessity. A 
time interval for pre-heating-as well as reforming-would be a necessary calculation in the Yamaoka reference. As one skilled in the art 
knows well, heating/reaction time is crucial to most any process. Yamaoka discloses means for reaching a target temperature for a fuel 
before reforming (see abstract) and it is the time necessary to do so that is of inherent disclosure-as time would have to be part of the 
calculation. Pre-reforming can easily be defined as any process that occurs before reforming. 

Regarding claims 1-5 and 10-19, examiner respectfully disagrees that the combination of the Dalla Betta and Yamaoka references are a 
correlation of entirely different aspects of the operation. As one of ordinary skill in the art is well aware, pre-reforming time, temperature, 
combustion time interval, and reforming temperature and time interval are very much interrelated operations. Pre-heating the fuel with a 
control device-as in Yamaoka— in the invention of Dalla Betta provides anticipatory advantages: namely, reforming temperature most 
closely related to target temperature. 
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
